Deferments in non-defense 
industries will be granted only for 
such a time ag it will be necessary 
to train replacements, and renew.. 
als of deferments will be very rare. 

The four points which may quali- 
fy a man for deferment are: 

(a) Loss of the employee must 
cause a material logs of effective. 

ness to the concern, ‘ 

(b) Tuoss of effectiveness to the 
company must bu reflected in an 
impairment to production of na- 
tional defense materials, 

(c) Request for. deferment must 
not be based merely on incon- 
venience to the employer, 

(d) It must be shown that the em- 
ployer has tried every possible 
way to secure and train a re- 
placement, 

This reclassification of deferred 
registrants becomes imperative to 
meet the tremendous demand for 
manpower. It also becomes neces- 
Sary for industries to reclassify 
their employees as no defermenty 
will be granted for non-defense in-

finitely established that the regis- 
trant is a key man and can not be
